The  Senator  told  newsmen 
the  first  hearing  probably  will 
foe  held  in  the  Paterson  area 
isome'time  in  March.

The  Board  df  School  Esti¬ 
mate,  by  a  three  to  two  vote, 
Monday  night,  reduced  school 
budget  appropriations  by 
$550,000  from  the  amount  re¬ 
quested  by  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation.

Heffran  and  Riley  objected 
to  the  cut  on  grounds  that  it 
left  the  sdhool  system  without 
adequate  funds  to  meet  its  ob¬ 
ligations. 

Mayor  Explains 

Before  the  appropriation 
was  adopted.  Mayor  Dillistin 
read  prepared  statement  in 
which  he  said  thiat  ’ ’the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  of  School 
Estimate  have  voted  to  apply 
most  olf  the  estimated1  surplus 
as  of  June  30,  1960  against 
the  new  budget  0f  the  Board  of 
Education  and  have  also  re¬ 
duced  the  amount  requested  to 
what  they  believe  to  be  an 
amount  sufficient  to  carry  on 
the  operations  of  the  Board  of 
Education  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1961.” 

There  was  no  mistaking  the 
firmness  of  Mayor  Dillistin’s 
stand.  Reviewing  past  surplus 
accumulations  which  he  de¬ 
scribed  as  “free  (appropriations 
balances,”  the  Mayor  cited  five 
years  of  the  balances  and  as¬ 
serted  that  in  past  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  School 
Estimate  he  had  not  seen  audit 
reports  revealing  them.  If  he

CHIEF  MURPHY  REPORTS

IN  CITY  CRIMES 


CHIEF  DANIEL  A.  MURPHT 


A  slight  decrease  in  the  total 
of  reported  crimes  in  Pater¬ 
son  is  shown  in  the  annual  re¬ 
port  submitted  t0  Mayor  Wil¬ 
liam  H.  Dillistin  and  the  Fire- 
Police  Commission  by  Police 
Chief  Daniel  Murphy.  The 
chief  also  notes  that  there  is  no 
“organized”  crime  in  the  city 
and  that  narcotics  trtaffic  is  at 
a  minimum. 

The  report  of  the  Detective 
Division  reflects  the  downward 
curve  of  crime  with  a  compara¬ 
tive  table  showing  reported 
crimes  in  1959  as  2,788  as 
against  2,902  in  1958,  with  a 
total  of  9  I  7  crimes  solved  and 
1a  total  of  687  arrests  having 
been  made. 

Although  the  crime  totals 
are  down,  certain  facets  of 
crime,  in  criminal  homicide

UP  TO  OURS  EARS  — 
IN  DEBT 

Up  To  Our  Ears — In  Debt 

Failure  to  reduce,  or  even 
hold  in  oheck,  the  stupendous 
Federal  debt  in  a  period  of 
record  prosperity  is  a  major 
paradox  facing  Congress  and 
the  Nation  in  the  post-war  in¬ 
flationary  period. 

The  President’s  State  of  the 
Union  Message  opened  a  fron¬ 
tal  lattack  upon  the  problem  by 
calling  for  application  toward 
debt  reductio  of  a  4 billion 
Federal  surplus  anticipated  in 
the  next  fiscal  year.  This  led 
to  a  deluge  of  uninvited  ideas 
for  new  spending  instead  of 
debt  reduction. 

Three  decades  of  depres¬ 
sion,  war  and  initiation,  with 
skyrocketing  domestic  expen¬ 
ditures  by  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment,  have  zoomed  the 
Federal  debt  from  less  than 
$20  billion  in  1932  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  total  of  $290  billion; 

From  any  view,  points  out 
the  New  Jersey  Taxpayers  As¬ 
sociation,  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment’s  “IOU”  has  reached 
phenomenal  proportions.  For 
a  family  of  four,  it  means  an 
average  burden  of  about  $6,- 
500.  In  New  Jersey,  it  trans¬ 
lates  into  ia  $  I  2  billion  burden 
upon  the  taxpayers  of  this 
State.  (Computed  upon  New 
Jersey’s  estimated  4.28  per 
cent  share  of  the  burden  of  Fed 
eral  expeditures. ) 

Anlnual  interest  coasts  alone 
on  the  Federal  debt  will  total 
$9  and  one-half  billion — al¬ 
most  equal  to  the  $9,600,000,- 
000  total  expenditures  for  all 
Federal  Government  in  1940. 
To  New  Jersey  taxpayers,  this 
means  an!  annual  burden  of 
$406  million  just  to  carry  the 
debt  without  paying  off  any 
principal.  It  is  equal  to  the  cur¬ 
rent  1960  New  Jersey  state 
budget — and  the  interest  bur¬ 
den  is  bounid  to  goi  higher  un¬ 
less  the  Federal  debt  is  re¬ 
duced. 

These  figures  do  not  include 
the  hidden  costs  of  debt-gen¬ 
erated  inflation  also  plaid'  by 
the  general  public,  the  Tax¬ 
payers  Association  pointed 
out.

Most  people  who  are  hyp¬ 
notized  for  the  first  time  feel 
similar  to  the  way  you  felt.  A 
very  common  phrase  used  by 
the  subject  after  awakening  is, 
‘‘I  could  have  if  I  wanted  to 
but  I  didn’t  want  to!” 

I  would  be  inclined  to  agree 
with  the  hypnotist,  you  were 
hypnotized.  The  only  feeling 
a  person  ha|S  under  hypnosis  is 
relaxation.  There  are  a  few 
subjects  who  awaken  feeling 
strange,  tingling  or  even  with 
a  slight  headache. 

There  are  reasons  why  a  per¬ 
son  may  feel  this  wtay  but  these 
feelingss  are  not  because  of 
hypnosis.  I  would  say  that  in  the 
majority  of  cases  these  uncom¬ 
fortable  feelings  are  for  one  of 
two  reasons: 

First,  because  (the  associa¬ 
tion  of  going  into  hypnosis 
with  an  earlier  experience  such 
as  receiving  an  anesthesia  for 
an  operation  Here  the  subject 
experted  (subconsciously)  to 
have  this  same  feeling  and  in 
this  case  does. 

Second,  the:  subject  subcon¬ 
sciously  or  consciously  fears 
hypnosis  and  therefore  fights 
suggestion  while  in  the  hyp¬ 
notic  state.  This  tension  may 
result  in  a  slight  headache  but 
a  good  hypnotist  can  alleviate 
these  fears  while  the  subject  is 
under  hypnosis  and  by  sugges¬ 
tion  have  the  subject  com¬ 
pletely  relaxed  before  awak¬ 
ening  him. 

Another  important  aspect 


about  your  question  is  the  hyp¬ 
notic  state  that  you  are  in  as 
compared  to  actual  sleep.  In 
the  hypnotic  state  you  are  nev¬ 
er  unconscious,  therefore,  you 
will  hear  what  the  hypnotist  is 
saying;  you  will  be  physically 
relaxed  but  mentally  wide 
awake.  In  normal  sleep  this  is 
not  true.  When  you  are  asleep 
at  home  in  bed  you  are  both 
mentally  and  physically  asleep. 

I  could  go  on  in  detail  but 
I  think  I  have  answered  your 
question.  The  next  time  you  are 
hypnotized  remember  that  your 
passive  cooperation  is  needed 
by  the  hypnotist  and  because 
of  this  cooperation,  you  may 
feel  at  first  that  you  are  "just 
going  along.”

BUSINESS  ON  THE 
INCREASE  IN 
PASSAIC  VALLEY 

From  New  Jersey  Bank 
February  News  Letter 

The  Index  of  Business  in  the 
Passaic  Valley  rose  one  point, 
to  145  of  the  1947-49  aver¬ 
age,  according  to  the  F ebruary 
issue  of  the  Newsletter  of  Busi¬ 
ness  and  Industry  of  the  New 
Jersey  Bank  and  Trust  Com¬ 
pany.  This  represents  a  new 
high  record  for  Passlaic  Valley 
business  activity.  There  were 
only  small  changes  in  manu¬ 
facturing,  with  declines  in  elec¬ 
trical  machinery  offset  by 
slight  increases  in  other  machi¬ 
nery  and  metals  output  and  in 
miscellaneous  manufacturing. 
It  should  be  noted  that  in  spite 
of  the  levelling  off  of  manu¬ 
facturing  during  the  last  few 
months,  only  one  major  cate¬ 
gory  remains  below  the  rate  of 
a  year  ago.

tinue  at  a  record  pace,  together 
with  most  other  indices  of  pri¬ 
vate  consumption. 

The  Newsletter  analyzes  the 
Budget  for  the  fiscal  year  19- 
6 1 ,  presented  to  Congress  by 
the  President.  In  its  review,  it 
discusses  the  two  major  prob¬ 
lems  faced  in  every  Federal 
budget — the  fact  that  it  must 
be  based  on  forecasts  of  future 
economic  conditions,  and  the 
fact  that  the  budget  has  its  own 
effects  on  the  economy.  The 
President  estimates  that  there 
will  be  a  surplus  of  $4.2  bil¬ 
lion;  which  implies  a  high  and 
rising  level  of  business  activity 
from  now  until  the  middle  of 
1961.  The  Newsletter  evalu¬ 
ates  some  of  the  factors  in¬ 
volved  in  this  (assumption,  and 
shows  how  quickly  a  projected 
surplus  can  turn  into  a  deficit. 
It  then  procedes  to  examine  the 
effects  of  a  budget  surplus  on 
consumption,  business  invest¬ 
ment,  and  the  money  market.
